Pentagon Airs 
Future Soviet 
Missile Threat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
fense Department officials say 
the Soviet triple-head SS9 mis 
sile is still not accurate enough 
to threaten U. S. Minuteman 
missiles. 
But these o fficials predict the 
Russians ev entually will co me 
up with a mo re adv anced mul­ 
tiple warhead. 
Arguing for the Safeguard an­ 
timissile defense system, Pen­ 
tagon leaders started, caution­ 
ing three years ago that the So­ 
viet Union could be in position 
by 1975 to destroy 95 per cent 
of 
this 
country’s 
land-based 
missiles with a surprise attack . 
This warning was predicated 
on the belief ¿hat the Russians 
would develop effective mecha­ 
nisms for ejecting triple, five- 
megaton warheads from SS9 
missiles in a “footprint” that 
would 
assure 
destruction 
of 
Minuteman complexes. 
But, after studying data from 
a long series of SS9 tests, U.S. 
experts 
have 
concluded 
the 
Russians 
were 
unable 
to 
achieve the req uired pattern. 
Final judgments are not yet 
in because, as Adm. Thomas H. 
Moorer told Congress Wednes­ 
day, this model of the SS9 “is 
still an enigma.” 
The model referred to 
by 
Moorer, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staif, is less-sophis­ 
ticated 
than 
the 
separately 
a i m e d 
multiple 
warheads 
mounted on advanced U.S. mis­ 
siles. These sophisticated war­ 
heads are called MIRVs. 
“While the MIRV capabilities 
of the current SS9 . . . system 
have not yet been demonstra­ 
ted,” 
Moorer said, “the 
in­ 
telligence 
specialists 
are 
in 
agreement that the Soviets will 
eventually 
develop 
MIRVs 


Moorer said “our greatest un­ 
certainty at tnis time” is the 
ultimate objective of more than 
90 missile silos built by the 
Russians in recent years. 
‘.‘We don’t k now how many 
more of these silos the Soviets 
intend to build,” Moorer said, 
“Nor do we k now what particj 
lar missiles they intend to in­ 
stall in them.’

But Towering Figure of Mao to Hover Over Discussions 


Chou to Do Most of Talking With Nixon 


By JOHN RODERICK 
Associated Press Writer 
TOKYO (AP) — The tower­ 
ing figure of Mao Tse-tung will 
hover over President Nixon’s 
Peking talks with Chou En-lai. 
Premier 
Chou 
is 
China’s 
nearest approach to an oper­ 
ative opposite to the U.S. chief 
executive. There is no Chinese 
president. 
Thus Chou will do most of the 
talking with Nixon. But he will 
be in close consultation with 
China’s No.l man, the Commu­ 
nist party chief, popular demi­ 
god ana' father of Chinese com­ 
munism. 
That is Mao. 
Any Nixon-Mao meeting may 
be little more than social. Mao 
does not involve himself in the 
nuts and bolts of Chinese pol­ 
icy. 
A 
revolutionary 
since 
his 
youth, Mao, 78, is Communist 
China’s oracle, the man ab­ 
sorbed by the larger aspects of 
Chinese policy. He dreams of 
higher things: the remolding of 
the Chinese individual into an 
ideal human, adept at war and 
peace, dedicated to the objec­ 
tives of communism. 
Though his mind soars in 
flights of imagination, Mao has 
his feet planted firmly in the 
Chinese earth; he lays down 
the broaa' lines of Chinese do­ 
mestic and foreign policy. Sub­ 
ordinates, led by Chou, carry 
them out. If they falter or fail, 
he steps in to advise, counsel 
and correct.

Countians Order 
100,000 Tree, 
Shrub Seedlings 


Columbiana County landown­ 
ers have ordered from state 
nurseries some 100,000 tree and 
shrub seedlings for planting this 
spring. 
The orders should begin ar­ 
riving March 29, according to 
Charles M. Clark, conservation­ 
ist with the Columbiana Soil 
and Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict. 
Clark said the planter who 
handles the seedlings carefully 
will be rewarded with a high 
survival rate. He offered these 
suggestions for handling the 
bare-root plants. 
It is important that tree and 
shrub seedlings be kept in a 
dormant 
condition 
from 
the 
time they are taken from the 
nursery until they are planted 
in their permanent field site. 
The seedling roots should be 
kept moist and the entire plant 
kept cold, but not below freez­ 
ing, during this period. 
Bare-root seedlings should be 
properly placed in the ground. 
Main roots should have room 
enough at the bottom of the, 
planting hole. Branch roots and 
fine root hairs should be care­ 
fully and firmly packed with 
soil to exclude all air pockets 
from the hole 
Grass sod and weeds offer 
stiff competition to newly-plant­ 
ed woody seedlings. Scalping a 
spot 12 to 18 inches in diameter 
around the stem, or spraying 
with 
an 
approved 
herbicide 
sometimes means the difference 
between success or failure. 


Province, Mao became inter­ 
ested in revolution when the 
rebels led by the American-edu­ 
cated Sun Yat-sen swept the 
Manchus off the Chinese throne 
in 1912 and established a repub­ 
lic. 
A stern father and a dis­ 
ciplinarian teacher encouraged 
him to youthful revolt. Witness­ 
ing the execution of rebellious 
peasants seared opposition to 
the establishment into his soul. 
In 1921 he joined 11 other Chi­ 
nese, most of them young, in 
forming the Chinese Commu­ 
nist party. 
Joseph Stalin and the Soviet 
Communists 
dominated 
the 
fledgling Chinese Reds. Their 
advice—cooperate with the Na­ 
tionalists 
headed 
by 
Chiang 
Kai-shek—proved disastrous. In 
1927, eager for aid from the 
Shanghai bankers and industri­ 
alists, Chiang turned on his 
Red Chinese allies, decimating 
them in a bloodbath savage 
even by Chinese standards. 
In the years which followed, 
Mao hewed out his own path in­ 


dependently of Moscow; he de­ 
fied Marxist doctrine and put 
the 
Chinese 
peasant, 
rather 
than the proletariat, in the van­ 
guard of the Chinese revolution. 
His view prevailed in 1935, dur­ 
ing the Long March retreat to 
northwest China, when he be­ 
came unchallenged leader of 
the party. Despite ups 
and 
downs, he continues to domi­ 
nate the Chinese comrades, 36 
years later. 
Despite his 78 years, Mao ap­ 
pears 
in 
reasonably 
robust 
Reports of Mao’s death or ill­ 
ness—most of them wishful 
thinking—circulate from time 
to time. Despite stories that he 
suffers 
from cancer of the 
throat or Parkinson’s disease 
he makes periodic public ap­ 
pearances, smoking his ever­ 
present cigarillo. 
He knows that his passing 
from the scene will create a 
Chinese crisis. He wants to con­ 
solidate his hold on the thinking 
of the next generation of China 
leaders. 
He appears slightly hunched 


over, his clothes drooping from 
a shrinking frame, and is ob­ 
viously less vigorous than he 
was 10 years ago. But his 
large, moonlike face has the 
animation of the past. When the 
writer knew him 25 years ago 
he stood apart from his fellows, 


a dreamer, philosopher, poet 
and 
down-to-earth 
politician. 
There was a quality about him 
which discouraged casual in­ 
timacy. Something said: This is 
the leader. It looks as if the 
years have failed to alter his 
impression.

Many people are increasingly 
disturbed by price increases in 
retail food stores. One home­ 
m aker stated, “I thought we 
had price controls and yet I’ve 
seen sizable price increases in 
recent weeks in stores I shop. 
What’s going on?” 
Each retail food store doing 
over $200,000 of business annu­ 
ally is required to post a “base 
price” book in such a manner 
that it is freely available to cus­ 
tomers. This price book lists 
prices on individual items dur­ 
ing a base period which corre­ 
sponds to the 90-day freeze pe­ 
riod last Fall. The price book 
itself is of little help to most 
people, reports Ed’gar P. Wat­ 
kins, extension economist with 
the Cooperative Extension Serv­ 
ice of Ohio State University. 
Watkins points out that there 
are a number of reasons why 
the price book information, even 
if used, may be confusing. 
FIRST, unprocessed agricul- 
| tural commodities, 
such 
as 
I fresh produce, eggs, and honey, 
are free of price control. Thus, 
the price of a head of lettuce 
may change if supply becomes 
limited because of weather ex­ 
tremes or other factors affect­ 
ing supply or demand.

el. Wholesale and retail con­ 
trols are not based on individ­ 
ual item prices. A retailer’s 
margin (the difference between 
his buying price and selling 
price) is controlled. Thus, if the 
retailer’s costs increase, he may 
increase prices to maintain the 
same margin he received dur­ 
ing a fairly complicated 
pre­ 
freeze period. 
The retailer's costs could in­ 
crease because he must pay 
higher prices for items which 
he buys from the processor or 
manufacturer. 
Manufacturers 
may charge the retailer higher 
prices, but any increases must 
be approved by the Price Com­ 
mission. 
THIRD, a retailer’s pre-tax 
profits as a percentage of sales 
are frozen at a point no higher 
than that earned by the com­ 
pany during any two of the last 
three fiscal years. 
Lois Simonds, extension econ­ 
omist with the Cooperative Ex­ 
tension Service, states that it is 
especially important that home­ 
makers realize that the posted 
price books in retail stores are 
only reports of prices that were 
in effect in the past freeze pe­ 
riod and are not really a part of 
the formal price control mech­ 
anism in effect in retail food 
stores. Consumers can use this 
information to jua'ge the extent 
of price changes, but not to de­ 


cide whether the price changes 
are valid. 
Should a shopper feel 
that 
; price increases are not valid, he 
should present his case, well 
documented, 
to 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service, the regulating 
agency for the price freeze.
